"We should have a secre- 
tary to look after the development ol 
the city because the business men are 
too busy "and cannot, take time to con- 
sider in a collective way the good 
things that should come to Appleton.. 
A mere coinmcicial club is not what 
we want, but a chamber'of commerce." 


"If we had a very efficient secre- 
tary." he continued, "he could study 
out the problems that present them- 
selves in the inquiries that come to 
the city. I would rather pay my share 
to have this work done right than try 
to attempt it myself." 
Mr. Krugmeier also biought out that 
all the new industrial, railroad and 
other schemes suggested for Appleton. 
the acquiring of parks, schools, and 
other things of a public nature should 
be sifted out and investigated by a 
secretary 
competent to judge, and 


then recommendations could be made 
to a chamber'of commerce for action. 
This would save a lot of time for men 
who are trying to fill the city's pres- 
ent gap- especially where they are 
trying tq get to the bottom of -plans 
that are unsound.

paid out of the bridge and road fund 
or out of the general fund of the 
town.

AMENDMENT 


As an aftermath of" the treaty light 


Ihci'c is an interesling story abroad lo the 
i-fl'ecl that the real cause of Ihe defcal of 
the treaty was not a deadlock between 
ihe senate and the president, but that il 
•\vas Ihe eleventh hour- injection of the 
Irish question into the controversy". A 
few days before the treaty came up for 
final vote a reservation expressing the 
sympathy of the Unled Stales for an 
Irish republic was adopled and made a 
part of the ratification program. 
This 


resolution was offered by Senator Gerry, 
a Democrat of Rhode Island. 


H is said thai Senator Lodge is a deep- 


ly disappointed man over the results of 
{he final vole on the theory Ilia I if the 
'rcaly, practically made over according 
!o his ideas, should fail to go through the 
senator from Massachusetts wanted il re- 
jected by the president and nol by the 
senate. In oilier words, he desired thai 
Ihe executive and nol the senate shotud 
be responsible before the people for a 
continuation of the pix^enl anomalous 
situation. This is altogether a reason- 
able supposition. 


The fact that a combination of Repub- 


licans and Democrats killed the treaty 
<'.m\s not obscure tin* further fact thai the 
senate-was unable lo agree upon ratifica- 
tion in any form. As things now stand no 
one can say exacJIy whal Ihe president 
•would have done bad 
I'M- treaty :jnd 


league of na!ions been senl lo him rati- 
fied in Ihe form in which it was finally 
volcd upon. He either would have ac- 
cepted Hie nilificaliou or lie would have 
been required lo give satisfactory reas- 
ons for rejecting il. There was always 
the possibility Ilia! whnlcver reasons be 
niiglil have given could be made Ihc ba- 
sis for further efforts al compromise. 


We believe everyone will ngrce Ilia I it 


is a mailer for iireal iegret Ilia! Ihe sen- 
ale did nol ratify Ihe Irealy. The over- 
whelming sentiment of the senate was 
clearly in favor of ratification with the 


reservations adopted, am! this judgment 
should have prevailed. The opposing1 


Democrats, we believe, had nothing lo 
lose by voting for ratification. They 
would have relieved the senate and them- 
selves from responsibility for defeat of 
Ihe Irealy, and if there were any genuine 
reasons why the treaty should not go into 
effect in that form there was slill Ihe pre- 
sident to fall back upon. 


There is gossip al Washington which 


lias il lhat a compromise would have 
been readied and the Irealy ratified had 
nol the Irish amendment been adopled. 
Assuming lhat this is true it would be 
hard to say whether Mr. Gerry's purpose 
was lo defeat the Lodge plan or merely 
lo gain for himself Ihe supporl of Irish 
sympathizers. We do believe that Sen- 
ator Lodge is far from satisfied with the 
outcome. There can hardly be any doubt 
that from the standpoint of strategy 
alone he would have been in a much 
stronger position had he secured ratifica- 
tion. The adjustment of the differences 
within Ihc senate had gone so far as to 
enlist the supporl of a substantial num- 
ber of Democrats. Whether politics or 
the Irish question killed Ihc treaty it is 
apparent thai Ihc failure lo ratify is an 
unenviable reflection upon Ihe senate, 
and thai il lias materially weakened the 
positions of the politicians of both par- 
lies who were nol averse lo injeclion.of • 
the treaty into the campaign. 


POPULATION AND HOUSES 


There is much speculation as lo what 


population the census will give Apple- 
ton. 
Estimates range from 19.000 lo 23,- 


000. 
The la tier population would- show- 


a satisfactory growth, but Ihe former 
would hardly do. Ten years ago Apple- 
ton had 16.773 inhabitants. We oughl lo 
show at least a 25 per cent growth, and 
the Post-Crcscenl is hopeful and confi- 
dcnl lhat we shall reach Ibis figure. A 
40 per ccnl increase would be-much bel- 
ler and we have no doubt that it would 
be shown bul for one fact, and lhat is 
the house shortage which has existed 
here for several years past. The real 
estate men estimate thai we arc losing 
anywhere from 500 lo 1,000 people an- 
nually by our inability to give them 
homes in which lo live. There is no 
doubt that the loss from this cause is very 
heavy. Within the lasl Iwo or Ihrcc years 
il has amounlcdxlo whal would have 
been a substantial addition lo our popu- 
lation.1 


Regardless of what Ihc census may crc- 


dil Appleton with in the way of popula- 
tion and growth, il is apparent lhat we 
musl give serious concern/to our housing 
problem. The subject has been constant- 
ly before us for a long lime and we have 
visible evidence of whal we arc suffer- 
ing, bul as yel we have nol produced the 
houses. The plan of the real'estate board 
lo finance house construclion on a large 
scale is a real and practical solution of Ihc 
problem, and il will mean a great deal to 
Applelon if it is put into effect. 
Two 


things are certain: We shall not increase 
our population materially beyond the 
present point unless we increase our sup- 
ply of houses, and we shall increase our 
population practically as fast as we do 
supply homes.

It is 'a robust 'plant and starts read- 


ily from seed. In order to be started 
properly, the soil should be spaded 
and fertilizer, added. Where the soil 
is of clay, a liberal ssipply ot sand 
should be worl&d into, the ground. If 
this is not available, fine ashes may 
be used in sufficient quantity to pre- 
vent clogging ; or lumping in rainy 
weather. 


The surface of the ground should 


be raked until the soil is line before 
the seeds are sowed. These can then 
be thrown broadcast, raked repeated- 
ly, and finally, patted down with the 
back of a. trowel...
